Upon receipt of the complaint, 03 Nove mber 1992 at 1000 
hours, the un dersigned interviewed the complainant, 

stated that she was became involved in a verbal altercatio: 
with a female/black driver at Archer and Pulaski Roads, at 1800 hours o: 
29 Oct 1992. After that altercation she was set upon by a group of 15 
"young black kids", at that location. This group then surrounded her v 
and threatened her with bodily harm. During this confrontation her hus. 
arrived on the scene, after which most of the group dispe 



















The undersigned interviewedCT^Supe^^o^^ 

who is assigned to the comer of Archer Ave. and Pulaski Road. 

stated that he was on the comer on 29 October 1992 at 1800 hours, and 
observed a group of kids surrounding and pounding on a vehicle. He further 
stated that the female/while that was in the surrounded vehicle came up to 
him and asked him for help thinking that he was a police officer by the way 
he was dressed. When she noticed that h^wasr^^a police officer she walked 
away from him and called the police. stated that he saw the 

police arrive, however, he did not hear any conversations between the police 
and anyone else as he was busy loading passengers. 

The undersigned received permission to monitor Communication 
Operation Section tapes on Zone 6, for 29 October 1992. The undersigned 
did not hear the original call to 911, however the call for "Gang 
Intimidation" was given to Beat 814 at 1731 hours. At 1733 hours another 
call to 911 was received by Zone 6 by a male voice who stated that the police 
hadn't arrived yet, and that he would be waiting outside the Submarine 
Restaurant at Archer and Pulaski. At 1740 hours another call was received 
by Zone 6. This time a womans' voice asking how long will it take the police 
to arrive on the scene. At 1757 hours Beat 814 cleared the assignment with 
a miscellaneous code of 5-Paul. 


The undersigned received and read Chicago Police Case Report 
■■■■■■ with all Supplementary Reports. It was learned by reading 
those reports that a follow-up investigation by Beat 2663 of the Civil Rights 
Unit of the Neighborhood Relations Division, made 8 total arrests relative 
t^th^Dre^mmarv report completed by Beat 834, listing the complainant 

as a victim of Simple Assault.

The undersigned interviewed 
of the arrestees in this case. He stated that when the police arrived on 
29 October 1992 at Archer and Pulaski, he told t hem what had t ranspired 

stated that 


between the older woman and one of his friends. 
the officer told the his friend to apologize, and also told the older woman 
to do the same. The older woman refused stating that the officer was just 
doing this "because your black". The officer replied that he wasn't doing 
this because he was black, and told everyone to go home. 


Police Officers Kevin Glover # 17615, and Nancy Mulligan # 17797, 
were both given the opportunity to answer the allegations. They stated that 
they were called to the scene of a gang fight at 5000 S. Pulaski Road. Upon 
arrival they were met by the complainant, who stated that she was sitting 
in her vehicle in the parking lot at that location, when a female/black driver 
pulled next to her, beeped her horn at her, and called her a bitch. Both 
officers stated that the female/white, the complainant, initiated the whole 
argument, as the female/white called the other driver a bitch also. Both 
officer state that at no time did the complainant ever stated that she was 
threatened, however, the complainant was indignant to both the officers. 

Both officers stated that the complainant accused the officer of playing 







favorites in this matter. Both felt that a report was not necessary at this 
time as a crime had not been committed. Both officers stated that they were 
told of an unrelated accident and asked to do an accident report. The 
officers then related to the complainant, departmental policy as to drivable 
accidents and were requested to go into the 008th District Station to complete 
a report. Botl^off^ers stated that the facts that appear on Chicago Police 
Report Number is totally different as to what was told to them 
on the scene at Archer and Pulaski. Furthermore, Police Officer Glover stated 
that when he was asked by both the complainant and her husband for his name 
and star he gave it to them.

Police Officer Nancy Mulligan # 17797 
SUSTAINED: Violation of Rule 6, in that she 
did not follow General Order 89-3, Section III, 
Paragraph A, Subsection 3, and Incident Reporting 
Guide Paragraph V, Section B, in that she failed 
to prepare a required report. 

Violation of Rule 10, in that she 
failed to conduct a proper preliminary investi¬ 
gation, by not looking for, nor interviewing 
witnesses.
